or shot, and horrible allegations are 
flashed over the nation—allegations in 
many instances without foundations in 
truth. 
Aud the negro cannot send a correc­ 
tion over the same wires. 
The greater 
number of 
newspapers 
manufacture 
hurtful sentiment against the negro. If 
the negro could stand np and bold out 
under this slander, abuse and misrepre- 
geutation, he would be the migbtiest 
race on earth today. 
There is therefore but cne ultimatum 
—the negro must appeal to the national 
congress for 1100,000,000 and let those 
who have any manhood leave tbe United 
States and go to Africa and do what 
God intended when he allowed him to 
be brought here; go to Africa and begin 
tbe work of civilizing bis kin. We w ill 
thus show ourselves men aud vindicate 
tbe wisdom of the Almighty in our cre­ 
ation. 
There are some fool negroes, void ot 
echolar.ship and wide reading, believing 
that they were born to be scollioiih, 
who w ill object to this the only plan 
offered by God and nature. 
Three m il­ 
lions of iiH are utiw ready to leave and 
be warmly received by millions on mil 
lions of our brethren rising op in gran­ 
deur. 10,000 of whom I received into 
tbe African Methodist church when I 
was in tbe Transvaal six months ago. 
Unless this nation helps us God w ill

The negro as a race bas no man 
hood future in the United Mates. 
Re- 
enslavement, emigration or extermina­ 
tion confronts hun 
No man who has 
auy knowledge of the degrading sui 
roundings of the negro doubts these as­ 
sertions. 
Tile negro can no more bold up under 
the brutali/.iug decisions of tho United 
States supreme court and all the de­ 
grading laws of the several state legis 
lutures than he can carry the Rocky 
mountains upon his head. Tho class aud 
prejudicial laws enacted by the legis­ 
latures of the several slates and the 
cruel decisions by a thousand courts to 
blight the future of the negro will fill 
a massive volume. 
Wiu’re is the negro who can get a cup 
of tea or coffee on any railroad between 
the Potomao river aud the Rio Grande, 
much less a decent meal of victuals? 
Nor are negroes allowed to keep an eat­ 
ing ^stand for the accommodation of 
their own race, while the admission of 
a negro boy to any machine shop north 
would make hundreds of employees lay 
down their tools aud walk out. 
Could the barbarous ages surpass such 
a condition of affairs? I am not so ap­ 
prehensive of re-enslavement as I ara of 
extermination. The white paupers com­ 
ing from the old world and those now 
bere by millions will do the scallion 
labor that was conceded to the negro 
and may prevent re-enslavement, for 
they are monopolizing that kind of la­ 
bor. 
The Jews are the only people in 
recorded history (the greatest race on 
earth) who ever made any progress un­ 
der oppression, and they made bat little 
comparatively. Yet the color of the skin 
was not a badge of degradation, as in 
the case of the negro here. 
The negroes in the United States are 
practically withont law, existing upon 
the mere whim of the white man 
lf 
they fall into bornane hands, they have 
some show’, but if into cruel or whisky 
besotted hands they are lynched, burned 
or shot, aud horrible allegations are 
flashed over the nation—allegations in 
many instances withont foundations in 
truth. 
Aud the negro cannot send a correc­ 
tion over the same wires. 
The greater 
Dumber of newspapers 
manufacture 
hurtful sentiment against the negro, lf 
the negro could stand up and bold out 
ender this slander, abase and misrepre­ 
sentation, he woald be the mightiest 
race on earth today. 
There is therefore bat coe ultimatum 
—the negro must appeal to the national 
congress for #100,000,000 and let those 
who have any manhood leave the United 
States and go to Africa and do what 
God iuteuded when he allowed him to 
be brought here; go to Africa and begin 
the work of civilizing his kin. We w ill 
thus show ourselves men aud vindicate 
the wisdom of the Almighty in our cre­ 
ation. 
There are some fool negroes, void of 
scholarship aud wide reading, believing 
that they were born to bo scallions, 
who will object to this the only plan 
offered by God and nature. Three mil­ 
lions of us are now ready to leave and 
be warmly received by millions on mil 
lions of our brethren rising up in grail 
deur, 10,000 of whom I received into 
the African Methodist church when I 
was in the Transvaal six months ago. 
Unless this nation helps us God will 
overthrow’ it as he did the Roman em­ 
pire and all other nations who oppressed 
the weak, for the blood of thousands of 
negro men, women and children are cry­ 
ing to heaven daily for retribution, and 
millions of prayers are ringing in the 
ears of the Almighty every minute, and 
when God moves men and nations must 
give way. 
The white lynchers, poli­ 
ticians and lawmakers may turn a deaf 
ear and refuse to hear our groans, our 
wails aud our cries, but God will not 
refuse, though be bear with them long 
These tens of tho usauds of churches 
and hundreds of thousands of prayer 
meetings which are being held in them 
aud in private retreats will revolution­ 
ize this nation sooner or later.

results of my experience in the trolley 
car.

contact witb my leg. 
“ That was when the shock came. 
Describe if? Oh, dear! 
I can feel it 
now 
It has been returning to me ever 
since. 
Why. it was a complication of 
sensations. 
1 remember distinctly doub­ 
ling up. 
My cbin and my k nees were 
pulled together by a swift and irresisti­ 
ble force. 
It seemed to me that my 
bones had melted.

“ I bad been making tome calls in 
Orange,” she continued, having been 
asked to tell ber story from the begin­ 
ning. “ A car of the traction company’s 
Bloomfield line stopped for me at a 
street corner, and I entered lr with the 
intention of returning home As it hap­ 
pened, there was a vacant seat over one 
of the heaters which are placed nuder 
the benches. 
“ There is a metal register projecting 
several inches from the heater 
I can’t 
tell yon exactly why it happened, but 
wbeu I sat down this register came in 
contact with my leg. 
“ That was when the shock came. 
Describe it? Oh, dear I I can feel it 
now 
it has been returning to me ever 
since. 
Why, it was a complication of 
sensations. I remember distinctly doub­ 
ling up. 
My chin and my knees were 
pulled together by a swift and irresisti­ 
ble force. It seemed to me that my 
bones bad melted. T hat’s the only way 
I can convey it—my bones had melted, 
and my interior was quivering like jel 
ly. But the outside part—my muscles— 
was as hard as iron. 
“ But that was only the beginning 
My brain was quite clear, yon under­ 
stand 
Feeling myself lurch over help­ 
lessly, I made a strong eflort to get to 
my feet. 
As I did so I felt a frightful 
pain at my heart. It was so severe that 
I toppled over on the seat. This was 
followed by an intense pricking sensa­ 
tion all over. Oh, it was very intense! 
You know what children call ‘pius aud 
needles?’ Well, it was that kind of sen­ 
sation, bot ever so much worse. 
I felt 
it most on the soles of the feet.

The most striking visible trace of her 
adventnre is a patch of gray hair over 
her right temple. 
It prodncos a star­ 
tling effect, this patch of gray among 
the bronze, aud is the more remarkable 
a* the face beneath it is young aud 
comely 
" Y e s ,” said Mrs. Gerry, seeing that 
the eyes of her visitor were attracted 
by this singularity, " th a t is one of the 
results of my experience in the trolley 
car. 
Is it not strange and distressing? 
Aud it only happened the other night 
I was quite startled the next morning 
when I saw the chauge. 
“ It was there on my temple that I 
felt and feel yet one of the most violent 
of tho many symptoms produced by the 
electricity There is nothing lean com­ 
pare it to exc ept a heavy hammer, ham ­ 
mer, hammer, hammer here on my tem ­ 
ple!” 
She was resting in her home at 15 
Franklin street, East Orange, muffled 
in shawls. It is a beautiful home, com­ 
manding a view of the mountains and 
surrounded by lawns and flower beds 
Her face was pale aud chowed traces of 
pain 
Mrs. Gerry's husband ii a mem­ 
ber of the Arm of S. B Downs & Co., 
wholesale produce merchants. 
" I bad been making come calls in 
Orange, " s h e continued, having been 
asked to tell ber story from the begin­ 
ning. " A car of the traction company’s 
Bloomfield line stopped for me at a 
street corner, and I entered lr with the 
intention of returning borne As it hap­ 
pened. there was a vacant seat over one 
of the heaters which are placed under 
the benches. 
‘‘There is a metal register projecting 
several inches from the heater 
I can’t 
tell you exactly why it happened, but 
when I sat down this register came in 
contact with my leg. 
" T h a t was when the shock came. 
Describe it? Oh, dear! 
I eau feel it 
now 
It has been returning to me ever 
since. 
Why, it was a complication of 
sensations. I remember distinctly doub­ 
ling up. 
My chin aud my knees were 
pulled together by a swift aud irresisti­ 
ble force. 
It seemed to me that my 
bones had melted. T bat'a the only way 
I can convey it—ray bones had melted, 
and my interior was quivering like jel 
ly. But the outside part— my muscles— 
was as hard as iron. 
" B u t that was only the beginning 
My brain was quite clear, you under­ 
stand 
Feeling myself lurch over help­ 
lessly, I made a strong ©Sort to get to 
my feet. 
As I did so I felt a frightful 
pain at my heart. It was so severe that 
I toppled over on the seat. 
This was 
followed by an intense pricking sensa­ 
tion all over. Ob, it was very intense! 
You know what children call ‘pius aud 
needles?' Well, it was that kind of sen­ 
sation, bot ever so much worse. 
I felt 
it most on the soles of the feet. 
" I t was then that the hammering be­ 
gat! at my temple— the hammering that 
has continued ever since and the other 
night changed the color of my hair 
But in spite of the pain I bad sense 
enough to stop the car as it passed Dodd 
street, where my sister lives, and to 
reach her house somehow. She sent me 
home in a sleigh, and ever since then I 
have been suffering all those symptoms 
in rotation over and over again. 
But 
fortunately they are beginning to grow 
fainter. ” 
Dr. Davis of East Orange caid that 
the electric:'ty had not y e t beeD dis­ 
charged from Mrs. G erry’s system and 
that it would be months before she was 
relieved of pain. 
At the office of the 
trolley company the circumstances of 
the accident were admitted, and it was 
attributed to a defective heater

Robert Shingle, who was the Ha 
waiian commissioner to the Traus.nis 
sissippi exposition at Omaha, furnishes 
information in reference to Hawaii that 
w ill prove valuable to persons in the 
United States who contemplate going to 
those islands for business purposes. Mr 
Shingle explains that tbe annexation of 
the islands to tbe United States natural 
ly created considerable interest in this 
country aud induced quite a large num­ 
ber of people to rush over to Honolulu 
iu the expectation that they would bet 
ter their condition. Most of these people 
were disappointed, and those who were 
not supplied with money found them­ 
selves in a condition of distress and had 
to be assisted back to the United states 
W hile not desiring to discourage people 
going to Hawaii, Mr. Shingle advises 
those who contemplate going there to 
furnish themselves with all accessible 
information concerning conditions that 
prevail in the islands, and then supply 
themselves with the necessary means 
for embarking in any bosiness euterpi ^ 
that m ight be decided upuu. To all such 
persons Mr. Shingle addresses a list o 
“ dou’ts, ” which can be profitably 
ied. The list is as follows: 
“ Don’t go to Hawaii as a sort of tor 
lorn hope, without experience, without 
money and trusting entirely to goon 
luck.
